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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b), filed March 22, 2005, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Petitioner is advised that as of December 8, 2004, the issue fee payment increased to $700. It is 
noted that petitioner submitted a check on March 22, 2005, for $1,550 to cover the petition, the 
publication, and the issue fees, however, the issue fee is deficient in the amount of $200.
